Boves from service ono of the best 
known railroad conductors in the 
Ohio Valley. He was well known 
in Louisville, having been born with- 

ia twolre nilM of the eity, wh«ro he 

grew to niaDhuoil and first entered 

the railroad business. He was of 

French extraction, his father having 

•aigrsted from Prsooe to to this 

country and sdtlini; near liouisville 

a joung man. William T. Colnies- 

aeil waa fifty-eight years of age at 

the time of hia death, which was the 

result of a complication of (lis(':ises. 

William T. Colmcsneil wa.s the tirsi 
t 

eoodttotor that ever ran a train into 

Livingston, Kv.. over the Knoxville 
lirancli of the Louisville und Nash- 
ville railroad, said a Louisville fri'jnd 
laat night. "After leaving the 

Loui-villc and .Naslivillf raiiroail he 
went to Texas, where he was engaged 
in the railroad businean for a nnnber 
ef years. When the Ohio Valley 
was built from K\ansville, lud., to 
I'rineeton, Ky., in ISSti, William 
Colmesneil was the first eondaetor to 
ran a train over the road. This 
road was built mainly by ('apt. :<ani 

Brown, the i'ittsburg coal king 
who was a personal friend of eoodne- 
tor Uolniesneil. 

''Soon after the road wa.s built 
through to Princeton William Brown 
vhe only son of Capt. Sam Brown, 
became a locomotive inf^iiicer on the 
road. He had an engiue specially 
httilt for himself, and tor a long 
tine Billy Brown pulled the pussen- 
• er train on wliieli William ("olmes- 
Bcii was conductor.. UiUy Brown 
thought the world of Capt. Oolmes- 
ueil as he called him. As Billey 
Brown was put on the road to learn 
the lailroad business from the ground 
«p he left the engine oab for a con- 
ductor^liip on a |iassei)i;cr train 
ruuning oposiie to Conductor Col 
■esneil. 

••Billy Browu was a popular fellow 
alonir the roixl ami was known bv 
almost everybody, lie fell in love 

with Grace MoOoodwin, one of tbe 
prettiest girla in Weatem Kentucky, 
who lived at Princeton, and by aud 
by thoy were married. In a few 
months after the marriage Billy 
Brown sickencl and died. His body 
was placed un a traiu at Prineetou 
and taken over the road through 
Henderson to Pittsburg. Mr. Brown's 
enL'ine which lie owned iiiiii\ iilually. 
was draped in deep mourning and 
polled the train whieh bore the re- 
mains away fiom Princeton to the 
Smoky Uitv. Tbe train itselft was 
striped in white and black and Wil- 
liam Colmesneil fas the conductor. 
"Bill" Brown's death ended his 
father s career as a railroad maguate 
and soon the road was leased to the 
Newport News and MissiHsippi Val- 
ley Co., It afterwards went into the 
hands of a receiver. It was liieo 
purehasod by the Illinois Central 
r.ailroad Coni|)any. During all tlic-c 
years William T. ('oliiic--ii.ol eoutiii- 



ued to be the head passenger con- 
tor on the lint. About a )ear ago 
the liliiii'i- Ceotial i iitiTi'd Na»lr ille, 
Teun . and tlicn (.'apt. Colmesneil 
ran between Bvaniiville and the 
TcnncMee capital until he was forced 
to retire on a -diunt of illness about 
three mouths ago. 

William T. Colmesneil married the 
daughter of Pr. T W. Taylor, of 
Henderson, about tweuty years ago. 
Besides a wife, he leaves two sons, 
Thomas and William ColmoSBOil 
Thomas is abcjut eightf'"'n years of 
age and for several years has attend- 
ed the Kontncky Millitary In^ititnte 
at Lyndon. .^Iany well known rail- 
road men attended the funeral of 
Capt. Colmesneil at Henderson, evi- 
dence of his great popuUrity among 
his associates. 

It is said of Capt. Colmesneil that 
he knew every man. woman and 
child from Evan^vill< t • Nashville 
along hi> run and iliai lir wn» ever 
ready to do all of theiu a favor wheu 
in his power. He was nniversally 
loved by those who knew him. — 
Courier Journal.
